Medical  Officer’s  Report  for  the  Year,  1965 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladige  and  d^ntloi.ien, 

I  h.ave  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  Year,  I965. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  22,620  compared  with  22,480  in  1964o 
There  were  298  dca.ths  from  all  causes  giving  a  Dcalh  Rate  of 
13.2  per  1,000  population. 

There  wore  8  deo-ths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  ago.  The  greatest 
number  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  79%* 

There  were  351  births,  31  more  than  in  the  previous  Year. 

27  births  were  illegitimate.  The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population 
wan  15.5,  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  18.0,  There  Vv'oro 
8  stillbirths,  2  due  to  Prematurity,  2  Congenital  Defects,  2 
Toxaemia  of  pregnancy,  and  2  Foetal  Asphyxia.

Regular  samples  of  raw  water  from,  the  sources  at 
Driby,  Mumby  and  Twentylands  and  treated  -water  in  distzibution 
have  been  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis,  and 
qpart  from  occasional  unsatisfactory  samples  in  distribution  from 
the  Twentylands  source,  due  to  difficulties  with  the  chlorinator, 
the  water  generally  throughout  the  district  has  been  satisfactory.

Refuse  Collection  Service. 

Paper  Sack  System. 

Tho  environinontal  hea.lth  service  embodying  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  plays  an  important  part  in  our  comniuno.1  life.  It  is  only  right 
therefore  that  progress  should  be  ma.de,  uherever  possible,  in  the  method 
of  collection  of  refuse,  v:ith  modern  vehicles  a.nd  final  disposal, 

Follov/ing  reports  to  tho  Public  Health  Coramittoo  of  tho  advantages 
Y/hich  would  bo  achieved  by  tho  adoption  of  a  peeper  sack  system,  tho  Council 
approved  a  pilot  scheme  for  a  period  of  three  months. 

Tho  trial  scheme  proved  tho  system  to  bo  a.n  eminently  dosiroable 
form  of  refuse  collection.  The  workmen  \/crc  well  content  at  the  change 
from  handling  dustbins  to  paper  sacks,  a.nd  there  was  a  tiiao-saving  factor. 

Consideration  is  nou  being  given  to  tho  introduction  of  a  paper 
sack  collection  (a)  throughout  the  Y;holc  district,  or  (b)  in  the  built-up 
villages  uhorc  there  is  a  once  weekly  refuse  collection  service. 

Controlled  Tipping. 

I  ca.nnot  stress  too  strongly  tho  dire  need  of  land  ideally  situa.tod 
at  the  Chapel  Outiaarsh,  for  the  reception  of  tho  vast  amount  of  refuse  from 
our  coastal  parishes  and  to  deal  with  refuse  from  Butlin’s  Holiday  Camp. 

The  Council,  at  present,  is  dependent  on  an  ov/nor  of  la.nd  willing 
to  grant  Council  permission  to  exca.va.te  for  the  deposit  of  rubbish.  This 
is  most  unsatisfactory.  Care  has  to  be  taken  that  the  utmost  use  is  made 
of  tho  limited  length  of  excavo-tion,  v;ith  tho  result  that  burning  of  the 
refuse  is  inevitable,  in  order  to  reduoe  the  volume. 

The  Council's  35  cubic  yard  Pakrujatic  refuse  vehicle  deals  with 
approximo-toly  1,600  ashbins  from  domestic  premises,  along  with  refuse 
from  camp  sites  (over  7,000  caravans)  and  tent  sites  in  the  holiday  season.

From  Butlin's  Holiday  Coiap  the  loads  of  refuse  vary.  At  the 
coiTiniencement  there  are  approxii:iately  three  to  four  loads,  increasing  to 
o-pproxiiiutely  11  loads  at  the  height  of  the  season. 

The  Rural  District,  coaprising  of  sixty-nine  parishes,  provides  a 
v/cekly  refuse  collection  in  seven  parishes;  three  parishes  receive  a  once 
fortnightly  collection  and  fifty-nine  pa.rishes  once  every  three  v;eeks. 

In  November  19^3,  the  Public  Health  Coirnittee  recommended  that  in 
January,  19^6,  a.  fortnightly  refuse  collection  service  be  given  in  those 
parishes  a.t  present  receiving  a.  three  ucekly  service.  This  resolution 
ua.s  endorsed  by  Council.

Ingoldmells  and  Hogsthorpe, 


PUBLIC  CONVENIMCIiS, 


The  over  increcLsing  number  of  holiday  visitors  demands  the  provision 
of  adequate,  v/oll  positioned  a.nd  v/cll  designed  public  conveniences. 

Public  Conveniences  a^re  conveniently  positioned  along  the  coa^st  lino 
a.t  Ingoldmells,  Chapel  St.  Leonards,  Anderby  and  Huttoft,  Tuo  full-time 
employees  arc  engaged  during  the  holiday  sea.son  to  ensure  cloarliness. 

There  are  also  conveniences  at  Spilsby  (underground  type)  and 
Wa.infleet  All  Sa.ints  v:ith  part-time  Attenda.nts, 

In  order  to  give  a>.ll  possible  encouragement  to  personal  clea.nliness, 
the  Council  a.uthorised  the  provision  of  hard-v/CLshing  facilities  at  the 
public  conveniences  ’.There  not  provided.

Unfit  Food.  -  Investigation  took  place  respecting  the  sale  of  unfit 
steak  and  kidney  pies  and  mouldy  loaves. 

Regarding  the  sale  of  steak  and  kidney  pies,  it  was  decided  that 
contact  be  made  v;ith  the  Lindsey  County  Council,  being  the  Authority  v;ho 
nonaally  take  proceedings  in  matters  of  this  nature,  vjith  a  viev/  to 
appropriate  legal  proceedings  being  taken.  Similar  resolution  was  taken 
by  Council  respecting  the  mouldy  loaves. 

Notice  v;as  later  received  from  the  County  Council  that  after 
consideration  of  the  circuiastances,  v/arnings  had  been  issued  to  the  reta.ilers 
and  v;holesalers.

It  is  estiica.ted  that  a.pproxii.iately  1,500,000  ga.llons  of  cesspool 
contents  ware  removed.  This  estimated  figure  will  give  some  idea  of  the 
problem  the  Public  Health  Department  fo.ccs  in  the  manner  of  disposal, 
particularly  d-uring  wat  vaather. 

To  all  intents  and  purposes  this  difficult  problem  appeared  to  be 
solved  by  disposal  of  the  cesspool  contents  at  the  modern  sewerage  'works, 
but  the  Consulting  Engineers  recomiended  otherwise, 

I  'Well  remember  the  difficult  years  of  the  serious  drainage  problems 
arising  at  Ingoldmclls,  Cha.pel  St,  Leonards  and  Hogsthorpe,  Ikah  year  vie 
Officers  of  the  Public  Health  DepartLient  dreaded  the  holida.y  season  and 
the  potential  da.nger  from  the  inadequoLtc  and  unsa.tisfactory  drainage, 
increased  by  the  high  water  level. 

Modern  anenities  at  the  premises  and  caxip  sites,  due  to  the 
construction  of  modern  sewage  disposal  \;orks  act  theso  coastal  resorts, 
now  disposes  of  the  discomforts  and  danger  to  hea.lth  which  existed  too 
long  in  this  age  of  progress.
